Tt was near the end of August, 1923, 
when, as guests of the Berry schools, 
just north of Rome, Ga., our party 
sat down to supper in the dining hall 
of the boys’ grammar school, back in 
the mountainous part of the long strip 
of land on which the schools are lo- 
cated.

Suffice it to say he was tried, 
convicted and sentenced to a long term 
in the state prison.

PROBE OF TRUSTS: 
URDEREDIN SENATE 


Power and Tobacco Mo- 
nopolies Will Be Inves-| 
tigated by Federal Trade| : 
Commission. es

Washington, February 9.—The fed- 
eral trade commission was directed 
today by the senate to investigate 
alleged monopolies in the electrical 
power and the~-tobacco industries, 
and tv” inquire into the existence of 
a national propaganda to discourage 
public ownership of utilities. 

A resolution by Senator Norris, 
republican, Nebraska, calling for in- 
vestigation of the extent to which the 
General Electric company or its sub- 
sidiaries monopolize production and 
distribution 6f electrical energy, was 
attached, by a vote of 55 to 25, to 
the tobacco investigation resolution 
of Senator Ernst, republican, Ken- 
tucky, after practically the entire 
day's session had been spent in de- 
bate. 


Tobacco Probe Provided. 

The Ernst resolution, which pro- | 
vides for inquiry into reported agree- 
ments between the Imperial Tobacco 
company of Great Britain, and the 
American Tobacco company. by which, 
it was alleged, cooperative organiza- | 
tions in the United States were boy- 
cotted and each concern was given a 
monopoly in its own country, was 
then adopted without a record vote. 
The inquiry into propaganda 
against public ownership of utilities 
was directed in an amendment at- 
tached to the Norris resolution before 
it was adopted as a rider to the Ernst 
proposal. It was advanced by Senator 
Norris, himself, who in bringing 
forth his power investigation pro- 
posal as an amendment to the tobacco 
inquiry resolution, asserted that he

Although United States District At- 
torney Clint W. Hager, who i$ prose- 
cuting the case. would not state defi- 
nitely what other witnesses would 
take the stand for the government to- 
day, it is practically a certainty that 
all of the prisoners who testified be- 
fore the grand jury when the irdict- 
ments were returned will be called as 
witnesses.

Friday was the fourth date set for 
‘the execution, aud double gallows 
now stands at Butler, Ga.. ready to 
carry out tLe judgment in the case. 
The state claims Jones was 18 and 
Bloodworth 20 at the time of the 
killing. 

The boys were not &t the hearing, 
but were kept in jail at Columbus. 

The case will be taken at once to 
the supreme court, Defense Attorneys 
Homer Beeland and C. W. Foy an- 
nounced. ‘The execution will await 
the decision of the high court. The 
bill of exceptions sets forth that L. 
V. Smith, cne of the trial jurors who 
found the defendants guiliy of first 
degree murder, is a relative of Mrs. 
Underwood, widow of the slain man. 

The prosecution, led Solicitor 
General Walker R. Flournoy, con- 
tends that Smith could not have been 
influenced by the relationship, since 
he did not know it existed until after 
the trial. 

Claim Court Erred, 

The bill further sets out that Judge 
Searcy was in error when he set the 
hanging for Friday at a special term 
ef the court called by Judge Frank 
McLaughlin, wuo was disqualified 
from aitting on the case, ard there- 
fore, could not legally call a session 
of the court to set another date for 
the hanging. 

The supreme court previously has 
affirmed the sentences and the Georgia 
prison commission has declined to rec- 
ommend clemency.

regulations. 

“While, of course, we regret the 
strike and the unfortunate incidents 
leading up to it, we cannot and will 
not let it interfere with the purposes 
of the school,” asserted Dr. McKenzie. 

The college president said that 
quite-a number of students had de- 
paried to their homes and that others 
planned to g0, but that classes were 
continuing “in epite ef tremendous 
pressure and considerable’ intimida- 
tiov.

Joe Furey was a member of the 
confidence gang which fleeced Frank 
Norfleet, Hale county sheriff, of $45.,- 
000. Norfleet resigned his office and 
pursued members of the gang all over 
the country, finally landing all of 
them in prison. 

“Furey was given only one meal a 
week,” said Dr. Boaz. “For fear the 
man would starve to death, I slipped 
him scraps of food. I saw him a few 
hours before he died. A guard 
plunged him head first into a bath tub 
of cold water, and when he was al- 
most drowned, he dragged him out and 
beat him over the head with a club. 
then threw him on the floor and 
stamped him to death.” 

Dr. Boaz said Dillard had bled to 
death when a doctor in charge plunged 
an aspirating needle into his side, os- 
tensibly to draw fluid from the lungs. 
but that arterial blood flowed from 
the needle. Within a few hours Dil- 
lard died, he said. 

Dr. Boaz said he had refused to give 
“medicine” to an aged negro when he 
discovered it to be bichloride of mer- 
cury.

A WONDERFUL START. 


The raising of Georgia's quota of 
the $1,000,000 fund for the Berry 
school had a wonderful beginning 
Monday when more than $9,000 was 
raised by donations of Atlanta citl- 
zens. 

Adolph S. Ochs, publisher of The 
New York Times, «when motoring 
from Chattanooga to Atlanta the 
other day stopped at Rome and vis- 
ited this school. 

He was shown through its various 
departments, the shops, farm, breed- 
ing pastures, and saw the boys and 
girls, most of them salvaged from 
poor mountain homes, being trained 
for useful vocations. 

He was so impressed with the in- 
stitution, and with its greater oppor- 
tunities, if it could be adequately 
financed, that he announced in At- 
lanta he would raise $900,000 outside 
of Georgia, if Georgia would raise 
$100,000, the total of $1,000,000 to be 
given the school on its 25th anni- 
versary in 1927. 

Immediately following Mr. Och’s 
announcement Asa _ Candler, I. 
noted for his generous benefactions, 
announced that he would match up 
to $50,000 every dollar raised in 
Georgia. 

This gives to all other Georgians, 
therefore, a “twenty-to-one” shot in 
providing the million-dollar gift for 
this worthy school, 

obert C. Alston, prominent At- 
lanta attorney, promptly announced 
a gift of $1,000, and later H. M. At- 
kinson donated $1,000—then the tide 
came with a rush at the organiza- 
tion meeting and the the sum was 
run up to more than $9,000, or 
practically one-fifth of what Geor- 
gia must raise in addition to the 
magnificent offer of Mr. Candler.

ROOSEVELT CALLS HAND. 


Franklin D. Rooseveit, of New 
Youk, democratic candidate for vice 
president in 1920, and a conspic- 
uous figure in the 1924 New York 
convention, gave expression to a 
wise and most pertinent political 
thought in Savannah Tuesday dur- 
ing a .emporary stop-over in that 
city. He is quoted by The Press 
aS Saying: 

af in the next three years we 
stop Wasting time in booming or op- 
posing this man or that for a nomi- 
nation four years away, and devote 
ourselves” instead for organizing for 
party principles, for the taking ad- 
vantage of our opponents’ errors and 
omissions, and for presenting our 
own logical and progressive program, 
we shall gain the confidence of the 
country; and find it far easier toe 
choose a representative and success- 
ful ticket when the time comes.” 


That is the unvarnished truth. 
Scarcely had the echoes of a re- 
publican victory faded out of the 
election noiag in November before 
democratic ‘leaders’ here and 
there began to organize groups 
looking to the “reorganization” of 
the party fcr the benefit of this 
and that candidate in 1928. 

Offices were set up and propa- 
ganda, under some kind of an as- 
sociated name, sent out in less than 
six weeks after the election, the 
purpose being to combine the rad- 
ical element in the democratic 
party with the La Follette-led “pro- 
gressives’—the same designed to 
merge the democratic party and the 
bankrupt La Follette ‘‘party” under 
the banner of La Folletteism by an- 
Other name.

To any half-trained observer ef 
political affairs the purpose of all of 
this was too obvious to disguise, 
even with a pretendel altruistic 
party motive. 

The democratic party is no sec- 
tional affair. It is one of the old. 
est of the two major parties, and 
stands—or ought to stand—for a 
definite code of principles. 

It was founded upon principles 
that are sacred to the fundamen- 
tals of our system of governmenr. 
However desperate may have been 
the attempts at times te swerve it 
away from some of these principles, 
the party invariably swings back to 
its traditional moorings. 


As a great national party, there- 
fore, its future depends upon its 
adherence to the tenets of its ancient 
faith, and not upon serving selfish 
political ends by combinations of 
groups, and of sections, against 
other groups and sections. 

Mr. Rooseyelt is correct. If the 
doctors and nurses who are trying 
to “condition” certain prospective 
candidates would turn their best 
efforts unselfishly to heiping unite 
a great party following behind the 
tested and proven principles upon 
which it was founded, there wou:il 
be less rainbow and will-o’-the-wisp

In recent cables from Europe there 
is repeated mention of the possibility 
of a peace pact guaranteeing France 

land Belgium,

ously for they are 


rather the expression of a pious hope 
than of practieal politics, for even 
the conservative government of Britain 
will find it hard to command suf- 
ficient British public opinion to bind 
that country to What would -be sub- 
stantially a treaty of alliance with 
France. The protocol of Geneva — 
amended so as to leave Britain some- 
what. more free than the origina] text 
—would be more in harmony with the 
trend of British opinion. 


But still more interesting is the 
suggestion that Germany might join 
with France and Britain in the gen- 
eral guarantee of European peace. 
This suggestion has more in it. It 
revives memories of a_ suggestion 
which emanated from Berlin in the 
winter of 1922 when Chancellor Cuno 
proposed a peace pact with France 
which would guarantee the safety of 
the French frontiers. The German 
offer was rejected at the time by the 
government of Monsieur Poineare, 
partly owing to the fact that Germany 
was unwilling to guarantee the fron- 
tiers of France's allies and-that there- 


fore France feared in this proposal 
a plot to free Germany’s hands so 
that it might turn against Poland or 
Czecho-Slovakia and then at a later 
date settle unhampered its problems 
on the Rhine. As a matter of fact 
the German offer was at least in its 
original form, genuine and pacific, 
and -when it was rejected German lib- 
erals. became doubly cynical and 
joined in the denunciations of France’s 
motives when France went into the 
Rhur. It is interesting to note that 
the proposal is being revived at the 
time when our ambassador’ at Berlin, 
who certainly must have been familiar 


intentions in the former case, is going 
to London, where he will be in a posi- 
tion to observe the situation on the 
other side of the negotiations. 
There was a time when negotiations 
like these were tha most important 
business of European foreign offices. 
It is one of the most genitine tributes 
to the growing power and influence of 
the league of nations that now, even 
in the countries concerned, public 
opinion not oply distrusts but seems 
to discount any effort made to pre- 
vent war which is not made through 
the league.of nations at Geneva. Rec- 
ognition of the underlying. unity of 
Europe is the accepted fact in the 
practical problems of statesmanshin 


these problems that are most vital. 
Any pact that is int :nded to guarantee 
a European peace involves the inter- 
ests of the whole continent and the 
intere#t that France has shown in the 
Geneva protocol for the pacific set- 
tlement of international disputes is 
but a measure of the power and in- 
fluence of the league to fulfill at 
last the high mission which. was 
trusted to it when it was founded.

King Alfonso is very popular and 
all the talk of Ibanez and Miquel de 
Onampno is so much poppycock, says 
in fatt Richard Washburn Childs, 
former United States ambassador to 
Italy.

Arabs in 


Palestine. 


Prince Habib Lotfallah, ambassa- 
dor of the kingdom of the Hedjahs, 
thinks that the creation of a Jewish 
State in Palestine will bring troubie 
to the Jews themselves. For, he says, 
in fact Palestine is but a part of the 
Arabic world from which the Arabs 
cannot be excluded. Now the Zion- 
ists are not excluding the Arab. He 
is a welcome citizen and during. the 
short years ince the Balfour aectia- 
ration, which gave Palestine to the 
Jewish people, more has been done to 
raise the cultural and social jevel of 
the Arabs living.in Palestine tnan 
had been done during centuries of 
Turkish mismanagement. The Zion- 
ists do not expropriate the land; they 
buy it, and whenever an Arab sells he 
immediately leaves for Mesopotainia 
or Hedjahs. The Arab has a terri- 
tory of his own at least 30 times 
larger than the Holy Land. Of course 
Jerusalem remains tothe Arab a holy 
eity. He has this in common with the 
Jew, but the Christian also. 
Une need but glance at the curricutum 
of subjects to be taught in the great 
new Hebrew university at Jerusalem 
to be convinced that the Zionists con- 
sider Arabic as an inseparable part 
of the culture and science of the east. 
A Hebrew renaissance will also mean 
a revival of Arabic culture, There 
is no hostility, but the Jews have been 
civen Palestine by the Versailles con- 
ference and it’s up to them to make a 
record of success and progress.

Scratching 
For Art. 


Art critics in the Netherlands are 
divided over the authorship of a 60 
‘eet high painting unearthed recently 
in the cathedral of Gouda, the town 
that save the world the long ‘clay 
pipe. I'he painting is on the wall and 
was covered by thick layers of white- 
wash. A_- small boy, probably 
wearied during a lengthy Sunday 
morning service, scraped on the wall 
with his pocket knife. He brought 
to light some color. Investigations 
were made and experts set to work 
scraping the whitewash off the huge 
painting. It represehts St.. Chris- 
topher carrying the infant Jesus 
across the river. There are some who 
see in it traces of the work of the 
pre-Rembrandt school and this theory 
seems the most temable, for neither 
Rembrandt nor his pupils specialized 
solely in religious subjects. There is 
more likelihood that the Van Eyck 
brothers were the painters of St. 
Christopher. They executed the price- 
less work on the stained glass windows 
at Gouda and they may have done 
other work during their sojourn in 
the city. The wall puintings were 
completely covered in the days of the 
reformation when the iconoclast mobs 
entered the churches, smashed statues 
and precious altar vessels in their re- 
ligious zeal. Church authorities in 
Hotiand are scrat*hing for treasures 
everywhere since the Gouda discovery 
in an endeavor to undo the work of 
their zealou® ancestors.

PUBLIC HEALTH HUMOR. 

Pneumonia is now quarantinable in 
the District of Columbia. Regula- 
tions promulgated by the commission- 
era of the district require that every 
case of pneumonia be reported within 
24 hours, the patient isolated from ail 
other persons who are not suffering 
from the same disease or necessarily 
in*attendance on. the patient, and on 
the termination of quarantine the 
thorough cleaning and airing of the 
sick room and the renovation of ail 
woodwork before the room is again 
used. A fine of from 10 to 40 
simoleons is to be collected from any- 
one whg violates these regulations. 
‘The humor is not in the fine, but in 
the renovation of the woodwork. Yor 
a piece of Silly Tilly sanitation the 
public health guardian who recom- 
mencés this renovation is hereby 
awarded thé striped gingham sunbon- 
net. 

Pseumonia is an infectious disease. 
“lajor, afterward Surgeon General 
Siernberg, of the United States army, 
inoenlated rabbits with his own saliva 
and produced, not pneumonia, but 
sputum septicemia, from which dis- 
euse he isolated the germ we now 
know as the pneumococcus. Sputum 
septicemia is a kind of blood poison- 
ing due to invasion of the blood by 
yirulent pneumococci; it may be con- 
sideied the fever that goes with pneu- 
mouia. An old name for pneumonia 
was lung fever. The serious part of 
pncumonia is not the damage to the 
lung or Jungs, not the embarrassment 
ot breathing or the impairment of 
oxygenation, but the poison in the 
blood, poison eonsisting of the sub- 
stance of the pneumococci and the 
toxins they produce. When the pneu- 
muuia paticnt “passes the crisis” ne 
is ‘fomparatively out of uanger, for 
although the lobe or Jobes of lung in- 
volved m .the pneumonia are stil 
solid and airless, his blood has de- 
veloped sufficient antidote to neutral- 
ize the poison which has been men- 
acing his life, and there is an end of 
the fever, the sputum septimesia. 

Sternberg evidently harbored in his 
iwouth a virulent strain of pneumo- 
cocti, Nearly all of us have pneu- 
mococci in our mouth, throat or nose, 
but only about one of each five per- 
sons has a strain of the germs whicad 
can produce digease—virulent strain. 
And pneumonia is by no means the 
only disease which may be caused by 
viralent pmeumococeci; many cases of 
quinsy,’ simple  torssillitis, coryza, 
sinusitis, pleurisy, endocarditis (inp 
flanimation of the heart lining) with 
or without involvement of the heart 
valves, arthritis and appendicitis have 
been found to be due to virtlent 
strains of pneumococci. And although 
we do not yet know definitely, it 16 
reasonable to suppose that a strain: 
of pneumococei which’ causes tonsii- 
litis or quinsy in Mr. A may when 
passed over to Mr. B cause appen- 
dicitis. On the other hand there 1s 
fer the belief, as 
yet not proved, that a given strain 
of pneumococci which is virulent has 
a specific affinity only, say for ade- 
noid tissue (such as is present in the 
tonsils and around the appendix) and. 
in no*cireumstances can that strain 
csise pneumonia. What we do know 
about the pneumonia business gives 
nu warrant whatever for the common 
supposition that a coryza or sore 
throat, is likely to “develop into” 
pneumonia if the victim fails tq do 
so and so about it. Physicians or 
health authorities who lend their au- 
tho1ity to any such teaching are either 
indulging an imagination which needs 
rectraint or else striving to please the 
plain people. ; 

If there is one kind of disease germ 
which is positively and absolutely not 
transmissable on or by an inanimate 
object, it is the pneumonia germ.

“ground up,” is under consideration by 
the special house committee investigat- 
ing aircraft. Colleges would be as- 
signed regulation airplanes and compe- 
tent instructors to teach flying. just 
as they are now assigned rifles and 
other military equipment by the gov- 
ernment for R. 9. T. C. units. 

Students graduated in these courses 
would be given commissions in the 
reserve, just as in other college mili- 
tary courses. MHesides its value in 
military preparedness, one of the prin- 
cipal aims of the movement would be 
the advancement of air science, giving 


students a close contact with its prac- 


tical phases, and thus aiding com-

The government 
bloc is made up of the radicals with 
141 seats and the democrats with 21 
seats.

No 
socialists or communists were elected. 


Sunday’s election followed a period 
of extreme political tension in Jugo 
Slavia, an outgrowth of the rivalries 
among the _ racial factions in the 
heterogenous population of the coun- 
try, the Serbs, the Croats, Dalmatians, 
Slovens and otbers.

Planned By Tilden. 

Plans for the library were drawn 
by Edward J,. Tilden, of New York, 
said to be the leading designer of 
library buildings in America. Ivey

The scene of Paavo Nurmi’s race with Elvin Wide—the race Paavo 
regards as the most noteworthy in his brilliant career—was the Stockholm 


Stadium. 

That arena has a particular appeal 
to all Finns. It was there that Hannes 
Koijienmainen made Olympic history by 
racing to victories in three of the most 
taxing tests on the Olympic program 
of 1912. It was there and by reason 
of Kolehmainen’s work and the ef- 
forts of Saaristo, Peltonen and others 
that Finland very definitely took its 
place as one of the leading. athletic 


nations of the world—the leading ath- 


letic nation of the world in per capita 
Oiympie accomplishments. 

As an American youth might be in- 
syired in visiting the battle scenes of 
the revolution, so Paavo was inspired 
when he gtepped into the Stockholm 
coliseum. During the days before the 
race, which was schedifled for August 
22, 1923, Paavo. found it difficult to 
remain away from the track.

Stockholm Backed Wide.

New York, February 9.—In the language of Wall street the cotton 
market is. now ‘fed up on figures.”’ For this and the confusion of mind 
resulting the census bureau and the agricultural department are largely 
responsible. These two agencies of the federal government seem to be 
competing for the monitorship of the trade by issuing statistical state- 
ments that are only interesting because they are so ingeniously misin- 
formative and conflicting. 

When the fortnightly crop estimates published during the summer 
and autumn came to an end it was hoped that those whose business it is 
to deal in cotton would be left to the placidity of their own ignorance 
for atime. But this hope appears to have been an irridescent dream, for 
the December crop estimate, mistakenly called ‘final’? had hardly been 
issued when the census bureau and the department of agriculture went 
at it again hammer and tongs. And here is the record for less than two 


months: 
Dec. 


20, 1924. Census bureau estimated last season’s world con- 
sumption at 19,400,000 bales. 
Jan. 16, 1925. Census bureau increased its estimate of last season’s 
consumption to 19,982,000 bales, without explaining why the change 
e 


was made. 
Dec. 20, 1924. Census bureau eStimated the world’s crop last sea- 


osn at 18,969,000 bales. 

Dec. 31, 1924. Department of agriculture estimated the world’s 
crop last season at 19,300,000 bales and world’s crop this season at 23,- 
600,000 bales. 

Feb. 5, 1925. Department of agriculture estimated the world’s crop 
last season at 19,600,000 bales and world’s crop this season at 23,000,- 
000 bales. 

The only respect in which these various estimates agree are that 
they are all in bales of 478 pounds net weight and that in arriving at 
the production the American crop for this season is put at 13,153,000 
bales, whereas 13,308,000 bales had been ginned up to January 16, and 
it is generally believed that the final ginning will exceed 13,500,000 bales. 

What a farce it all is. In the minds of most people the federal gov- 
ernment is supposed to be omniscient and omnipotent. The census bu- 
reau and the department of agriculture are abundantly supplied with 
money, Their methods and their statistics are popularly regarded as im- 
peccable. But they are not able to agree with themselves or with each | 


other. 


Called Big Waste. 

The last cotton season ended on July 31, 1924—six months ago, 
and if the statisticians of the census and the department of agriculture 
are still in doubt about the size of the crop harvested a year since what 
reliance can be placed upon their estimates of a crop that is not yet 
marketed, especially when it is considered that the American production 
is put at a figure that is less than the quantity known to have been al- 
ready ginned? 

The facts are thus stated in the hope -that they will be brought to 
the attention of some congressman who will have the courage to stop 
such wasteful expenditure of the taxpayers’ money in the compilation 
of figures that must be injurious to both the producer and consumer be- 
cause they are unreliable, inaccurate and misleading. 

But the government’s statisticians are at least to be thanked for 
“livening’ up what would otherwise have been a very dull week in the 
cotton market. Its only sensational feature was the heavy export move- 
ment. Including the amount on shipboard not cleared more than 5,700,- 
000 bales have already been shipped. As this figure may include-about 
300,000 bales of linters it is probably correct to say that 5,400,000 bales 
of lint cotton have left the country. If 2,000,000 bales more are shipped 
before the 31st of July there will remain for American consumption 
only 6,100,000 bales out of a crop of 13,500,000 bales. Therefore it 
is quite possible that we are over-exporting and that some of the cotton 
we are now sending abroad may have to be brought back here. 

The shadow of this contingency is already to be discerned in the 
strength of the southern markets and the advance in the basis that is 
generally reported. Staple cotton in particular is becoming hard to buy 
and there is eager competition for almost every lot that is offered. 

But futures are dull. The speculative interest in cotton is at the 
irreducible minimum and the oscillations of the future market have re- 
flected the ups and downs of wheat rather than any change in the situ- 
ation of cotton itself. Supply and demand are so nicely balanced that | 
there is no reason why prices should vary much at least until the new | 
crop becomes a factor. 

Public opinion with regard to that crop has not yet crystallized | 
and while it is in the making the present dullness seems likely to per- |

partment ordered by Governor Clilf- 
ford Walker. 


Because of amounts of 


money handled and the broad scope 
of its activities the auditor's inves- 
tigation of the accounts of the de- 
partment probably will last for sev: 
eral weeks. Governor Walker Mon- 
day promised that a full and complete 
audit of the highway department 
would be made at once. 
Promises Fall Probe. 

“A full and complete audit of the 
books of the state highway depart- 
ment will be made at once by the 
state auditing department,” the Gov- 
ernor said. ‘fhe entire result of the 
audit will be made public at its con- 
clusion.” 

Engineer Neel expressed surprise at 
the disclosures, He declared that the 
only chance the paymaster would have 
to pad pay rolls would be through re- 
sorts to forgery or collusion. He 
said he learned that Bereth had dis- 
appeared and had instructed Super- 
intendent Messer to swear out a war- 
rant for him. 

“The only charge we have against 
Bereth. now is suspicions,” Engineer 
Neel declared. ‘“‘Bereth is a_ timid 
man and men who work with him 
have told me they do not believe he 
has been guilty of misconduct but is 
merely frightened. We are going to 
make every possible effort to bring 
him back to Atlanta.” 

Bereth was employed by the depart- 
ment more than a year ago, Mr. Neel 
said. He came to the department from 
the United States department of agri- 
culture, coming here to check govern- 
aent war materials which were turned 
over to the state highway depart- 
ment. 

Believes Husband Frightened. 

Mrs. Bereth, wife of the missing 
man, expressed the opinion that her 
husband was merely frighten@d. She 
stoutly maintained that he is inno- 
jcent of any speculation of any kind. 
| Mrs. Bereth recalled that her husband 
had brought records to the c.upitol dur- 
ing the session of the last legislature 
and heard the examination of several 
witnesses in legislative investigations 
in progress. She said he had declared 
that he could never go through such 
an ordeal and that for this reason she 
feels he left because he feared to ap- 
pear on a witness stand. 

Bereth has been handling the pay 
rolls at the East Point plant for about 
a year.

Information concerning the alleged 
padding of pay rolls was brought to 
The Constitution last week by Stukes, 
who formerly had been employed as 
‘timekeeper and who asserted he had 
been discharged recently when he 
pointed out the alleged padding to 
the superintendent. Stukes turned the 
information over to The Constitution, 
which in turn called it to the atten- 
tion of Chairman Holder. An immedi- 
ate conference of the state highway 
board was called by Chairman Holder, 
this conference being held Thursday. 
Stukes appeared before the board with 
his information Thursday, and after 
the meeting he was reinstated as a 
timekeeper at the East Point plant. 

Members of the board attended a 
five-hour conference Friday, and the 
information furnished by Stukes was 
tabulated by Mr. Bennett, who left 
Saturday for his home in Quitman, 
after agreeing to send the information 
he had tabulated to Chairman Holder 
in a letter Monday. ‘This letter had 
not arrived Monday, according to 
Chairman Holder, who declared he ex- 
pected it to arrive Tuesday. The list 
of names of the men on the pay rolls 
will be turned over to the state au- 
(itor by Mr. Bennett, and also will be 
furnished Mr. Spahr for his prelim- 
inary investigating work. 

Probe All Branches. 

’ While the first investigation will 
be made at the East Point plant, the 
state auditing department will probe 
the affairs of all the other branches 
of the department. This will -include 
the records of the various convict 
camps where convicts are employed 
in state aid roadwork, and when vari- 
ous employees are paid by the state. 
The investigation also will include the 
general pay rolls,. purchasing depart- 
ment accounts and engineering de- 
partment accounts, according to the 
plans announced by the governor. 

Chairman Holder declared Monday 
that the members of the highway de- 
partment, including himieelf, are ready 
to push the investigation to the bot- 
tom, and will make public every detail

Prisoner Complains. 

“At one time,” said Father Hayden, 
“Bailey came to me and said that he 
was getting a raw deal and was not 
receiving as much for his money as 
was Tuten, and said that he was 
zoing to the warden aud straighten 
the matter out.” 

The defense attornev asked the 
priest if he didn’t pay $1,750 for an 
automobile in July.

History of Case. 

The.crime for which the boys are 
under sentence to hang was committed 
December 3, 1923. Underwood, a med- 
icine salesman, was found in bis auto- 
mobile with a large hole in his head. 
A coroner's jury charged Jones and 
Bloodworth with the murder and the 
boys were placed in the. Butler jail 
and later taken to Columbus jail, 
where they have remained since, except 
when taken to trials and hearings of 
appeals. 

A few days after being arrested they 
made a full confession of the crime, 
stating that robbery was the sule pur- 
pose. The confession outlined in de- 
tail their movement from the time of 
planning around a timber camp fire 
to rob someone and leaving the eounty, 
until their arrest. ; 

“Wo held no grudge against Mr. Un- 
derwood, but rather liked him,” the 
confession of Jones said, ‘liquor was 
the cause of the whole affair. Being 
under the influence of whisky for two 
weeks our {minds were in an awful 
shape. It all seems now like a dream. 
We borrowed a single-barrel shotgun 
at the camp and went out to rob 
someone, The passing of Mr. Under- 
wood in his automobile furnished the 
first opportunity. When he stopped 
the car at our command Gervis took 
a seat in the car by the side of Mr. 
Underwood, while I stood on the run- 
ning board and at the signal given by 
Gervis, I shot bim in the head. Gervis 
then took the steering wheel and drove 
the car some distance up the road 
where we got stuck in the mud and 
had to leave the car. The load from 
the gun killed Mr. Underwood in- 
stantly.”’ 

Sentenced to Hang. 

At a two-day session of superior 
court which began December 18, fol- 
lowing the killing, Jones and Blood- 
worth, neither having taken the stand 
during the trial, were convicted of 
the murder of Underwood without 
recommendation, and January 15, 
3924, wae date set for their execu- 
tion. Motion for new trial stayed 
the execution on that date. On Feb- 
ruary 1, motion for new trial yas 
denied by Judge J. D. Munro. Appeal 
was taken to the state supreme court, 
which, with all justices concurring, 
on October 6, affirmed the superior 
court’s sentence. 

October 31 the two men for the 
second time stood in the court room 
at Butler and, without semblance of 
emotion, received the death sentence, 
the date being set for November 2s. 
Pending an appeal to the prison com- 
mission that the sentence be com- 
muted to life sentence, a stay of ex- 
ecution was given until January 9, 
1925. On December 17, the prison 
commission declined to recommend a

U. S. CONSTITUTION 
LIKENED BY SIBLEY 
TO GREAT MACHINE 


The American constitution’ Monday 
was compared to a great piece of ma- 
chinery by Judge Samuel Sibley, fed- 
eral judge of the northern district of 
Georgia, in an address to seniors of 
Georgia Tech. 

President If. L. Brittain has ar- 
ranged for Chief Justice Richard Nus- 
sell to address the seniors next week, 
a series of addresses having been ar- 
ranged to precede the examination on 
the constitution .because of the law 
passed to that effect two years ago 
by the general assembly. Each grad- 
uate of Georgia Tech must pass an 
examination before the trustees of a 
state institution can confer a degree. 

“Local government,” said Judge 
Sibley, “is the only successful govern- 
ment. Government cannot be operated 
except by the people and Iaeal gov- 
ernment is the flaming beacon light 
for preserving the constitution and I 
therefore want to emphasize this fact 
to Georgia Tech students.” 

In the same connection Judge Sib- 
ley said he thought the people ditl 
right mm defeating the proposed twen- 
tieth amendment on child labor be- 
cause it would cnly confuse enforcee- 
ment and deprive the people of more 
of their local government administra- 
tion. He asserted that following out 
the idea that the constitution was a 
big piece of smooth machinery he 
pointed out the amendments as safety 
valves for constant growth of tle na- 
tion, and that beeause of such safety 
valves this nation wards off conditions 
now existing in other disturbed coun- 
tries.
